Jlnnual  Report  of  frledieal  Offieer  of  Jiealtfi, 

1903. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  your  consideration  my  fourteenth 
annual  report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  I  will  again  follow  my  usual 
plan  of  dealing  with  the  subject  matter  by  dividing  it  under  the  headings 
of  (1)  Vital  Statistics;  (2)  Sickness  of  the  Year;  (3)  Sanitary  AVork  of  the 
Year;  and  (4)  Remarks  on  Future  AVork. 

The  Okehampton  Rural  District  has  an  area  of  114,566  acres,  and 
includes  28  parishes  (excluding  the  portion  of  Okehampton  Parish  which 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Okehampton  Town  Council).  The  population 
at  the  Census  of  1901  was  13,211,  and  the  diminution,  which  was  marked 
in  the  last  few  decades,  is  probably  still  going  on. 

Only  four  of  the  parishes,  viz.,  North  Tawton,  South  Tawton, 
Chagford,  and  Hatherleigh  have  populations  above  1,000,  the  remainder 
R  ing  generally  much  scantier  in  inhabitants. 

Geologically,  the  district  is  generally  on  carboniferous  rock,  a  patch 
of  the  Devonian  sandstone  runs  transversely  across  the  more  northern  part 
of  the  district,  and  in  two  or  three  places  there  are  outcrops  of  limestone. 
A  small  portion  of  the  district  lies  upon  the  granite  of  Dartmoor. 

The  district  is  well  watered,  mainly  by  rapid  flowing  streams  which 
have  their  origin  on  Dartmoor,  flowing  usually  in  a  more  or  less  northerly 
direction. 

AVith  the  exception  of  the  hands  employed  at  the  AVoollen  Factory  at 
North  Tawton,  the  population  may  be  regarded  as  a  purely  agricultural 
one, 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Population  at  Census,  1901  .  13,211 

Population  (estimated),  1903  .  13,150 


BIRTHS. — 302  births  (146  males  and  156  females)  were  registered  in 
1903,  giving  a  rate  of  22.9  per  1,000.  The  corresponding  rate  last  year 
was  22.8  per  1,000. 

DEATHS.— 184  deaths  (97  males  and  87  females)  were  registered, 
giving  a  rate  of  13.9  per  1,000.  Last  year  the  rate  was  14.6  per  1,000. 

Natural  increase  of  population  is  118. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  of  the  various  sub-registration  districts  vary 
somewhat  from  year  to  year.  Too  much  stress  must  not  be  placed  upon 
the  figures  of  a  single  year,  as  fluctuations  naturally  occur  in  dealing  with 
small  numbers.

The  highest  birth  rate  was  in  the  Chagford  sub-district,  the  lowest  in 
the  Taw  ton. 

The  lowest  death  rate  was  in  the  Chagford  sub-district,  the  highest  in 
the  Okehampton. 

AGES  AT  DEATH. — There  were  31  deaths  in  infants  under  1  year  of 
age,  giving  a  rate  per  1,000  births  of  102.  This  rate  is  about  the  average. 

Over  65  years  of  age  there  were  82  deaths — rather  over  40  per  cent, 
o^  the  total  number. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH.— Zymot  ic  disease  caused  4  deaths  only  :  2  from 
infantile  diarrhoea  and  1  each  from  whooping  cough  and  enteric  fever. 
The  rate  is  0.3  per  1,000.  This  is  the  lowest  zymotic  rate  that  I  can  find 
reported  in  the  district. 

Influenza  caused  3  deaths  :  2  in  the  Okehampton  and  1  in  the  Tawton 
sub-district. 

Consumption. — 18  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease,  as  compared  with 
12  in  1902 ;  in  fact,  the  present  is  the  highest  figure  given  since  1894. 
Bratton  Clovel'ly  had  the  lowest  rate,  w*hich  is  unusual. 

The  various  parish  death  rates  from  this  disease  for  a  period  of  10 
years  was  given  in  my  1902  report. 

Pneumonia. — Only  3  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  disease— a  total 
far  below  the  average. 

Bronchitis. — Only  14  deaths  were  due  to  bronchitis,  as  compared  with 
38  last  year. 

Heart  disease  caused  23  deaths,  the  same  number  as  in  1901  and  1902. 

Cancer. — 8  deaths  were  due  to  cancer,  as  compared  with  12  in  1902. 
Okehampton  and  Bratton  Clovelly  sub-districts  were  free.  The  incidence 
of  this  disease  in  the  various  parts  of  the  district  was  given  in  my  last 
year’s  report,  and  I  pointed  out  that  as  a  general  rule  the  parishes  with  a 
high  cancer  mortality  'had  a  low  consumption  mortality,  and  vice  versa. 

Confinement. — 3  deaths  wTere  due  to  child-birth,  as  compared  with  4 
in  1902. 

Accidents  caused  4  fatalities — one  due  to  a  fall  from  a  train  outside 
the  District  but  brought  to  a  Cottage  Hospital  in  the  District,  one  due  to 
an  explosion  of  gelignite  at  a  quarry,  one  due  to  a  fall  from  a  loft  and  one 
to  overlying. 

No  deaths  were  suicidal. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  OF  THE  YEAR. 


Infectious  disease  has  been  practically  absent  during  the  past  year, 
in  fact  since  the  Notification  Act  came  in  force  I  have  never  been  able  to 
report  such  a  small  list.

ENTERIC  FEVER. — The  solitary  case  of  this  disease  occurred  in  a 
young  man  who  lived  at  an  isolated  cottage  in  Sourton  parish,  although 
he  worked  at  Mel  don  quarry.  No  history  of  exposure  to  infection  could 
be  obtained,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  cottage  were  fair.  The 
waiter  supply  was  obtained  from  a  surface  well  at  some  considerable  dis¬ 
tance.  The  case  terminated  fatally. 

DIPHTHERIA. — One  case  was  notified  at  W'hiddon  Down  in  Drews- 
teignton  parish.  On  enquiring  into  the  origin  of  the  outbreak,  I  found 
that  there  had  been  some  oases  of  sore  throat  in  the  children  attending 
the  School,  and  a  brother  of  the  child  affected  had  died  a  fortnight  pre¬ 
viously  from  Inflammation  of  the  Larynx.  The  notified  case  was  re¬ 
moved  on  the  request  of  the  medical  attendant  to  the  Moreton  Cottage 
Hospital,  where  it  recovered.  There  was  no  spread  of  the  disease,  and 
sore  throats  ceased  to  appear. 

SCARLET  FEVER. — There  were  only  2  outbreaks  of  this  disease. 
The  first  one  arose  at  two  adjoining  cottages  in  Sourton  Parish.  The 
cottages  were  on  the  railway  and  the  infection  was  probably  derived  from 
the  neighbouring  Tavistock  District.  All  the  patients  recovered. 

The  next  outbreak  occurred  in  October  at  an  isolated  cottage  in 
Sampford  Courtenay  Parish.  The  infection  was  traced  to  a  case  at  Oke- 
hampton.  There  was  no  spread  of  the  disease  beyond  the  house. 

All  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  of  a  mild  type ;  the  disease  is 
certainly  far  less  virulent  than  it  used  to  be. 

ERYSIPELAS. — The  only  point  worthy  of  notice  in  the  cases  of  this 
disease  is  that  one  of  the  cases  in  Iddesleigh  Parish  was  due  to  direct 
infection,  the  nurse  of  the  first  patient  becoming  infected  with  the 
disease. 

INFLUENZA. — In  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  was  a  widespread 
epidemic  of  this  disease.  It  only  lasted  for  a  week  or  two  and  the  cases 


were  far  milder  than  in  previous  outbreaks.  There  were  3  fatalities  from 
it — 2  in  the  Okehampton  sub-district  and  1  in  the  North  Tawton. 

INFANTILE  DIARRHCEA. — Owing  to  the  wet  Summer  and  Autumn 
with  a  low  mean  temperature,  this  disease  was  not  very  prevalent. 

ACUTE  RHEUMATISM  was  more  frequently  met  with  than  usual. 
It  is  not  a  very  common  disease  in  Devonshire. 

The  amount  of  general  sickness  throughout  the  District  was  distinctly 
less  than  usual,  doubtless  due  to  the  heavy  rainfall  and  the  mild  winter. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  any  Elementary  School  during 
the  year.

BELSTONE. — Repairs  to  main  sewers  have  been  carried  out  and  im¬ 
provements  at  the  sewage  outfall  dealt  with. 

BROAD  WOODKELLY.— Attention  has  been  given  to  the  main 
sewer  outfall,  with  good  effect. 

CHAQFORD. — An  extension  of  the  sewer  in  Orchard  Meadow  has 
been  carried  out.  The  filtering  tanks  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  have 
worked  satisfactorily. 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  ample  throughout  the  year. 

DREWSTEI'ONTON. — The  main  sewer  has  been  repaired  and  gully 
traps  replaced. 


NORTH  TAWTON. — A  new  embankment  in  masonry  has  been  built 
at  the  Sewage  Field  to  prevent  any  pollution  of  the  River  Taw.  Samples 
of  the  effluent  were  taken  for  analysis. 

The  whole  of  the  work  has  had  constant  attention. 

SOFTH  ZEAL,  SOUTH  TAWTON. — New  drains  have  been  laid  to 
some  of  the  'houses.  This  village  requires  constant  attention. 

STIGKLEPATH. — The  sewage  of  this  village  is  still  being  dealt  with 
on  land  owned  by  Mr.  Cook.  A  greater  supply  of  water  for  flushing  pur¬ 
pose-  would  be  beneficial. 
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Report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(During  the  year  the  usual  inspections  have  been  made  throughout  the 
district,  in  several  cases  from  house  to  house  throughout  a  village  or 
hamlet.  Any  defects  found  •have  been  reported  on  at  the  monthly 
meetings  or  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  On  the 
notification  of  a  case  of  Infectious  disease,  the  seat  of  outbreak  is  at  once 
visited,  enquiries  made  as  to  its  origin,  and  measures  taken  to  prevent 
further  spread. 

The  amount  of  water  analysis  done  throughout  the  year  has  been 
rather  below  the  average,  due  probably  to  the  wet  season  causing  fewer 
complaints.  The  water  supply  of  new  'houses  is  invariably  examined. 


Remarks  on  future  Sanitation. 

HOUSE  ACCOMODATION.— Very  few  new  houses  for  the  working 
classes  are  erected  from  year  to  year  in  the  District  ;  as  the  population, 
however,  diminishes,  the  worst  of  the  cottages  gradually  cease  to  be 
occupied,  so  that  on  the  whole  the  homes  of  the  people  show  some  slight 
improvement.  In  a  few  cases  in  the  district  there  is  overcrowding,  but 
the  absence  of  other  houses  prevents  action. 

At  North  Tawton,  Chagford  and  South  Zeal  rather  considerable 
alterations  'have  been  made  in  some  of  the  cottages,  so  that  their  sanitary 
conditions  and  comfort  are  increased. 

In  some  of  the  smaller  villages  and  outlying  cottages,  pebble  pitched 
floors  are  still  seen,  but  in  diminishing  numbers. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE.— The  larger  villages  are  fairly  well 
sewered,  North  Tawton  and  Hatherleigh  in  very  recent  years.  H  ouse 
drains  have  gradually  been  improved.  South  Zeal  is  probably  the  worst 
off  in  the  district. 


The  method  of  sewage  disposal  generally  prevailing  in  the  District  is 
that  of  irrigation  over  land.  For  the  last  two  years  at  Chagford  a  pre¬ 
vious  filtration  through  gravel  and  sand  during  a  portion  of  the  year  has 
been  adopted. 

At  North  Tawton  precautions  have  been  taken  to  prevent  any  con¬ 
tamination  of  the  River  Taw.

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WATER  SUPPLIES. — The  high  rainfall  of  the  year  prevented  any 
complaints  as  to  scarcity. 

The  scheme  for  improving  the  water  supply  of  North  Tawton  has  made 
further  progress  in  the  year. 

At  Hatherleigh  t(he  supply  is  obtained  by  pumping  from  the  source 
to  a  reservoir  above  the  town.  This  ‘work  is  done  by  an  oil  engine  and  as 
any  form  of  pumping  entails  expense,  it  is  incumbent  on  the  users  to  avoid 
all  waste. 

The  smaller  villages  of  the  district  are  mainly  supplied  by  wells ; 
exceptions  are  Belstone,  Bridestowe,  Bratton  Clovelly  and  Sampford 
Courtenay,  w'hich  have  their  water  carried  in  by  gravitation.  The  latter 
are  pretty  safe  from  any  chance  of  pollution,  but  wells  sunk  in  ground 
w'hich  for  centuries  has  been  surrounded  by  inhabited  houses,  must  always 
give  rise  to  the  suspicion  of  a  risk  of  pollution. 

Most  of  the  outlying  cottages  are  well  supplied  with  water,  but  in  a 
few  cases  the  distance  of  the  supply  constitutes  a  drawback. 


Lodging  houses,  slaughter  houses  and  bake  houses  have  all  been  visited 
during  the  year,  in  some  cases  frequent  visits  are  made.  The  two  lodging 
houses  are  kept  in  a  clean  condition. 

As  regards  slaughter  houses ;  those  at  Chagford  have  been  kept  in  a 
better  condition  than  previously,  those  at  Hatherleigh  are  always  found 
satisfactory,  one  or  two  at  North  Tawton  require  constant  supervision. 

The  bake  houses  throughout  the  district  are  generally  kept  in  a  fair 
state. 

FACTORIES.— The  only  factory  in  the  district  is  the  Woollen 
Factory  at  North  Tawton.  This  has  been  visited  by  the  Inspector  and 
myself.  As  regards  air  space,  ventilation  and  cleanliness,  all  were  found 
satisfactory.  We  suggested  an  improvement  in  the  sanitary  accommodation 
and  the  work  was  carried  out  at  once.  The  same  applies  also  to  the  Serge 
Workshop  at  North  Tawton. 

NUISANCES. — These  are  certainly  becoming  less  prevalent;  when 
found  they  are  generally  abated  on  verbal  notice. 

During  the  last  two  or  three  years  there  has  been  an  increasing 
tendency  to  keep  poultry  in  small  back  yards.  Unfortunately  this  fre¬ 
quently  leads  to  as  serious  a  nuisance  as  the  old  pig  keeping. 

SCHOOLS. — Without  exception  all  have  been  visited  during  the  year. 
Improvements  have  been  carried  out  as  the  result  of  inspection  in  two 
instances. 
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FOOD. — No  case  of  food  unfit  for  consumption  came  under  my  notice. 

OVERCROWDING. — Only  two  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year, 
but  others  are  known  to  exist  which  cannot  be  dealt  with  owing  to  the 
lack  of  suitable  houses  which  can  be  occupied. 

A  complaint  as  to  overcrowding  in  four  or  five  houses  in  North 
Tawton  was  made,  but  only  in  one  case  was  the  complaint  justified,  and 
this  was  promptly  dealt  with. 

ISOLATION. — This  was  dealt  with  in  my  report  for  1901. 

Taken  as  a  whole  the  sanitary  condition  of  your  District  shows  a 
definite  improvement,  and  that  improvement  is  well  marked  in  the 
increased  cleanliness  of  houses  and  their  surroundings.  As  I  have  pointed 
out  in  previous  reports,  the  home  is  the  centre  of  our  sanitary  efforts. 
When  once  the  people  at  large  become  interested  in  the  condition  of  their 
houses,  then  interest  in  the  collection  of  homes  which  constitute  a  village 
will  be  forthcoming.  In  Rural  Districts  the  problems  dealing  with  health 
are  as  a  rule  simple  ones. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  (Messrs.  Hooper  and  Smale)  have  given  me 
every  help  during  the  year. 

The  usual  tables  of  statistics  are  appended.

The  “Public  institutions”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of 
these  Tables  ate  those  into  which  persons  are  (habitually  received  on  account 
of  sickness  or  infirmity,  such  as  hospitals,  workhouses  and  lunatic  asylums. 
A  list  ot  the  Institutions  in  respect  of  the  deaths  in  which  corrections  have 
been  made  should  be  given  on  the  back  of  this  Table.

NOTES —Table  IV. 


(a) . — In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “(Residents”  occurring  in  public  institu¬ 
tions,  whether  within  or  without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the 
other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They 
are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in  their  respective 
“  Localities  ”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by 
the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “Non-residents”  occurring  in  public  institutions 
in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of 
this  Table. 

(b) . — See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  t/he  meaning  of  “Residents”  and  “Non¬ 
residents,”  and  as  to  the  “  Public  Institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for 
the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The  “  Localities  ”  should  be  the  same  as  those 
in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c) . — All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  dis¬ 
trict,  whether  of  “Residents”  or  of  “Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to 
being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table. 
The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in 
column  9,  Table  I. 

^d). — The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “Localities”  in  columns  9-15  of  this 
Table  should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II.,  sub¬ 
columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2  of  this  Table  should 
equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column 
12  of  Table  I. 

(e). — Under  the  heading  of  “Diarrhoea”  are  to  be  included  deaths  certi¬ 
fied  as  from  diarrhoea,  alone  or  in  combination  with  some  other  cause  of  ill- 
defined  nature;  and  also  deaths  certified  as  from 

Epidemic  enteritis; 

Zymotic  enteritis ; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras 
(in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as 
from  Gastro-enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from  infor¬ 
mation  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have  reason  for  including  such  deaths, 
especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term  “  Diarrhoea.”  Under  the 
headings  of  “  Cancer,”  “  Phthisis  ”  and  “  Puerperal  fever  ”  should  be  in¬ 
cluded  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general 
terms. 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  ^ome  other  well-defined  disease 
should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  II.,  III. 
and  IV.,  attention  has  been  given  to  tihe  notes  on  the  Tables.
